(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international tiade, of pesticides 
and their formulations .specified in Annexure I to this notification 
uniesb the consignment of such nesticidos and their formulations i.s 
accomp.niied by a ccitiflcato issued by the Indian Standard.s Institu- 
iiou jccugnT.sed a.s the Agency for inspection under section 7 of the 
Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), to 
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llip effect, thHt the said con.^ignmenl conforms to the specifications 
stipufated in the export contract or has affixed or applied to it a 
mark recognised by the Central Government as indicating that it 
conforms to the standard specifications applicable to it. 

:2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air 
of samples of pesticides and their formulatioiis to prospective buyers. 

.3. In this notifleafion, ‘‘pesticides and their formulations” shall mean the items 
of pesticides and 1hoir formidations as described in fhe Indian Standard.s men- 
iioned again.sf each, .such item in Anncxuic II, to tins notification.

S.O. 3149. In exerci.se of the pnwera conlcrred hv SLctioii 17 ni the Export 

(Ouality Control and inspection) Act i963 (33 ol 1963) and in .luperscsslon ot 

ilie notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No 
S.O. 431, dated the 7th February, 19G6, the Central Government liereby makes 
the following rules, namely:— 

1 . Short title and Commencement.— ( 1 ) These rules inaj bo called the Export 
of Pesticides (Inspection) Huies, 1066. 

(2) They shall come into force on the Is 1 Augu.sl, 1966 

2. Definition.—In these rules "pestibide.s” shall mean pe.sticidos and their 
formulations specified in the Schedule to the.se rules. 

3. Basis of Inspection.. —In.spection ol pesticides foi export shall be carried out 

with a view to .seeing that pes'ticides conlorm to either the standard specifica¬ 
tions recognised by the Central Government under section 6 of the Export 

(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), or any other specifica¬ 

tions stipulated in the export contract as declared by the exporter, as the case 
may be. 

4. Proi'edure for affixation of recognised mark. —The provisions of the Indian 
Standard.^ In.stitution (Certification Mailcs) Act, J£62 (36 of 1962), the Indian 
iStandard.'; In.stitution (Certification Marks) Ruies, 1955, the Indian Standards 
Institution (Certification Mark) Regulations, 1955 and the procedure laid down 
by the Indian Standards Institution in this behalf shall, so tar as may be, apply 
to the inspection of pesticides prior to export. 

5. Procedure for Inspection.— (!) An exporter intending to export pesticides 
0.1 the basis ot spccitication.s othcj than the standard specifications, stipulated in 
the export contract, shall give intimation in writing oi his intention so to do and 
submit along with such intimation a declaration of the specifications stipulated 
in the contract relating to .such export to the Indian Standards Institution (liere- 
inalter relerrcd to as the Agency) recognised under section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1953), to enable it to cai-ry 
out the inspection. 

(2) Every declaration and intimatipn under sub-rule (1) .shall be given not 
le.ss than fifteen days before the expected date of .shipment. 

(.3) On receipl of the intimation .and declaration under sub-rule (2), the 
Agency shall inspect the consignment of pe.siicide.s with a view In .seeing that the 
.same conforms to ttic specifications stipulated in the export contract a.s declared 
by the exporter. 

(4) II after inspection, the Agency is sati.sfied that the consignment ol pesti- 
cidci to be exported complies with the requirement of rule 3, it .shall, within 
fifteen day.s of the receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule ( 2 ), 
issue a certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment as export-worthy. 

6 . Place of ln.spection.—Every inspection under these rules shall be carried 
onl at the port of shipment, either—(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 
(b) at the piemi.se.s at which the good.s are offered by the exporter, provided 
adequate facilitie.s for the purpo.se exist therein 

7. Inspection Fee.— For each consignment ot pesticides inspected under rule 6 , 
a fee at the rale of twenty paise for every one hundred rupees of the f.o.b. value 
of each con.signmcnt .shall be paid as inspection fee under these rule.s. 

G. Appeal.—Am' pci son aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to Issue a 
Certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 5, mav, within ten days of receipt of com¬ 
munication ot .such retu.sal b.y him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts, consist¬ 
ing of not less than three personsj appointed by the Central Government lor the 
purpose. 
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(2) The decision of ihc ^aid panel in such appeal shall be final
